Invitation to Bidders

The City of Tillamook, Oregon will receive bids until June 26, 2018 at 2 pm from qualified contractors for the
City of Tillamook Public Works Shop Roof Replacement located at 4402 3rd Street, Tillamook, Oregon 97141.
Bids should be delivered to 210 Laurel Avenue, Tillamook, Oregon 97141, City Hall Water Window, in a sealed
envelop with the name of the project on the envelop.

Bid Item: Public Works Shop Roof Replacement. The main structure is 80 feet by 160 feet. The new roof will
require new 15/32 plywood sheathing with 15 Ib felt over the plywood, 24 ga metal roofing with a 17vertical
standing seams with all trim, flashing and finishing pieces, and a continuous vent cap. See Attachment A for a
detailed description of the work.

All work shall be completed by October 1, 2018.

The City will hold a non-mandatory pre-bid meeting on date/time at 4402 3rd Street, Tillamook, Oregon
97141, June 5, 2018 at 9:00 am.

All work must be completed and be in compliance with local, state and federal requirements. This will be a pre-
vailing wage project. The Contractor will be responsible to obtain all necessary permits for the project. Removal
and proper disposal of the existing roof will be the responsibility of the contractor.

Bids shall be identified on exterior of the sealed envelope with all of the information required by law, including
the name of the project and the bidder’s name, address and license number. The successful bidder will be re-
quired to furnish a Performance Bond for the project.

1.1 When the City submits to the Successful Bidder the “Notice of Award” and Agreement for Execution, it will
be in the number of copies necessary all of which shall be signed and shall constitute an original Agreement.
Within five days thereafter, the Successful Bidder shall sign and deliver all copies of the Agreement to he City,
accompanied by a certificate of insurance. The City, within three days thereafter, shall return to the Successful
Bidder a fully executed copy of the Agreement.

2.1 Disclosure of First Tier Subcontractors - Within two working hours of the date and time of the bid opening the
bidder shall submit to the City of Tillamook 210 Laurel Avenue, City Hall Water Department, Tillamook, Oregon
97141a disclosure of any first-tier Subcontractors that will be furnishing labor or materials in connection with the

public improvement and whose contract value is equal to or greater than: 5% of the total project bid of $15,000.00
whichever is larger, or $350,000 regardless of the percentage of the total project bid (ORS 279C.370).

3.1 the City of Tillamook reserves the right to:
a. Reject any bid not in compliance with all described public contract procedures and requirements and
the applicable laws.
b. Reject for good cause any or all bids upon the Owner finding that it is in the public interest to do so.
c. Reject any bid or bids not meeting or differing from the specifications set first forth herein.
d. Waive any and all minor irregularities in the bids submitted.
e. Consider the competency and responsibility of riders in making any awards.



f. Re-award the contract to another bidder of bidders in the event any bidder or bidders to whom a con-
tract is awarded shall default in executing the form contract or in furnishing a satisfactory performance bond with-
in the time and manner herein before specified.

g. Hold the three bids determined best by the Owner and accompanying checks or bonds under consid-
eration until the final award is made provided that the Owner shall award the contract within 30 days after the bid
opening date.

4.1 The City may give the Successful Bidder an issuance of the Notice of Intent to award by July 10, 2018, and
will be contingent upon City Council approval.

5.1 The contractor will indemnify and save harmless the City, its officers, agents, servants, and employees from
and against any and all suits, actions, legal proceedings, claims, demands, costs, expenses and attorney’s fees to
the extent resulting from a willful or negligent act or omission of the Contractor, its officers, agents, servants, and
employees liable for any suits, actions, legal proceedings, claims, demands, damages, costs, expenses, and attor-
ney’s fees arising out of the award of this Contract or a willfull or negligent act or omission of the City, its. Offic-
ers, agents, servants, and employees.

6.1 The Contractor shall at all times during the Contract maintain in full force and effect Employer’s Liability,
Workmen’s Compensation, Public Liability and Property Damage Insurance, including contractural liability cov-
erage for the provisions of the Indemnity. All insurance shall be by insurers and for policy limits acceptable to
the City and before commencement of work hereunder the Contractor agrees to furnish the city certificates of in-
surance or other evidence satisfactory to the City to the effect that such insurance has been procured and is in
force.

7.1 Due to the follow amount of the contract and time for construction, a Performance Bond will be required for
the project. However, no payment shall be made to the contract until the project is completed and accepted by the
Owner. Should the project be delayed for some reason that is not the fault of the Contractor, a performance bond
for the remainder of the Contract. For the purposes of the Contract, the Contractor shall carry the following types
of insurance in at least the limits specified below:
